For $46,150 Spending 

Village Board Leaves Pass- 
s age of Ordinance to 
Later Meeting 

An appropriation of $46,150 was 
placed on file ■ with (he village 
clerk by the. board of trustees Tues- 
day night and .□ vote on the ordin- 
ance will be taken later. 

Ah estimated $700 was appropri- 
ated for old' age pension now that 
the village employees have been 
placed under the: social security law, 
and , this is probably the only .Im- 
portant new- item. 
* Clerk Shullis-was notified by the 
auditor that he does not qualify for 
old age pension,- and the amount' 
paid In by the village tor him and 
by Shultis himself was refunded. 
The auditor said .that since the 
board did ' not include elected offi- 
cers in the benefit, Shultis, as an . 
elected official cannot qualify, al- 
though as collector alone he could. 
The clerk's salary is again placed 
at $2,500 instead of the $3,600 orig- 
inally contemplated. The ' amount 
was reduced atHhe beginning of the 
fiscal year when the trustees con- 
sidered the salary too' high for the 
amount of work required. For 
clerk, the salary is $1,500 and for 
collector, $1,000. 

The largest item on the proposed 
ordinance is $13,450 for road repair- 
and upkeep, and -the next, $9,550 for 
police and equipment, 

The .board agreed to do some road 
improvement in the Antioch High- 
lands subdivision,

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Economic Highlights 

How do pro- communists and gangster- elements 
get control of major labor unions — including unions 
whose members work In some of the most sensitive 
defense industries? The answer is 'found in the apathy 
of the vast majority of the rank and file members. 

That is the startling point made by Victor Riesel 
in an article appearing In the June 28th issue of The 
Freeman, Mr. Rlescl Is a' nationally- known writer 
on labor matters, and authors a widely syndicated 
newspaper column. 

He writes, "A union having, say 20,000 members 
on its books may be run by the mere half-hundred 
men who are Interested enough to turn out for 
meetings. It Is estimated that of this country's 
16,000,000 union members, only about 750,000 vote 
or monitor their officers' .financial, industrial and 
political policies, As a result of this apathy, some 
unions have become captives of the criminal under- 
work! or Communists." ' 

Mr. Biesel - cites some ■ striking examples. He 
■describes a "notorious pro-Soviet" union whose 70,000 
members mine such vital metals as copper, nickel and 
uranium. In an election held lost November, no one 
even opposed the pro-Soviet clique's candidate for 
president of the organization and less than a third 
of the membership voted. Moreover, a secretary- 
treasurer was re-elected who had refused to answer 
this question at a Senate hearing; "Do you feel 
that you are innocent of any part in a conspiracy 
to undertake to overthrow the government by force 
and violence?" 

He tells o( another case where a strike vote was 
held In a plant making jet motors. One ot the 
unions involved has some 1100 members in the 
plant. Only 114 showed up to vote, and B5 of these 
favored the walkout. "Thus," he observes, "eight 
per cent of -the afifected membership decided union 
policy." 

In still another case, in a big plant making 
precision electronic mechanisms, local union policy 
is decided by 10 to 25 members out of a total of. 
8,000. Mr. Riesel writes, "This disease of apathy 
respects no skill, no talent, no occupation." 

The exceptions to .the dismal record seem to be 
extraordinarily rare. Mr. Riesel does tell of the 
head of an electrical Workers union in Chicago who 
has gone to great lengths to rally his 33,000 members 
against the few organized mobsters and communists 
who once tried to take over, and has succeeded. He; 
even hires bands and vaudeville acts as .attractions, 
and his union meetings are now the world's largest. 
"But this Chicago local is unique," Mr. Riesel writes' 
in conclusion. "Neither scandals nor the security of j 
our nation nor pride of organization stirs the vast 
majority of the nation's 16,000,000 rank and filers, 
and labor leadership continues, for the most part, to 
go by default. It is time that the public, caught up 



In feuds and shakedowns and espionage and danger 
of sabotage, put the blame squarely where it be- 
longs."
